Who made th# first bot lie has never 
been determined, but the necessity for 
some means of transporting liquids, of 
which water was undoubtedly the first 
to be considered, must have existed 
from the beginning of tile human ra< e. 
and it is generally considered probable 
that the first receptacle for this purpose 
was made from the skin of an animal. 
This was removed with as little muti­ 
lation as possible, arid all the unavoid­ 
able openings were carefully seived up, 
leaving a single leg for filling dr em p i 
tying, which was tied up with a cord. | 
These, ive know, were used ages ago: 
by many primitive peoples and have* 
since been employed extensively lu 
many parts of the world, and even to­ 
day they may lie seen in use In some 
oriental countries. 
It was this kind 
of bottle that was referred to in the 
Bible in tho mueh quoted dictum relat­ 
ing to putting new wine into old bot­ 
tles. 
Tile objection to this procedure 
was that the skin of an old bottle bas 
become fully stretched and weakened 
by ti" *. aud if new wine was put into] 
it the pressure of the gases generated^ 
by tho con finned fermentation of the.
